I have your letter of the 6th instant, concerning 
the Indian missions of Your Lordship's diocese and with 
particular reference to the Indian day schools. I am very 
Pleased to learn that satisfactory progress is being made 
generally and I wish to assure you that the Department will 
cooperate in effecting improvements whenever a schoo! gives 
reasonable promise of success. I hope that Your Lordship 
will be in Ottawa in the not distant future and that we can 
have an interview regarding the future of the work. 


I note that Mr. Lowe will have to leave the John 
Smith Seheol, as he has outlived his usefulness on the 
reserve. The appointment of the Rev. G. J. Waite to this 
school as from January firet has already been approved by 
the Department. Your Lordship might suggest that Mre. 
Waite apply for the position of field matron. She should 
indicate what domestic duties she has and how much time 
could be given to visiting. 


I learn with regret that Mr. and Mre. Pereira 
are legving the Montreal lake Indian Day School. Mr. Pereira 
taught this school during August and has permission to close 
on November 30th. This should be kept in mind when Your 
Lordship is arranging for a successor. If you wish to try 
Mr. J. L. Lowe at Montreal Lake I shall be glad to approve 
when the definite nomination is to hand.

A splendid 
garden was raised this year, so there will be abundance 
of vegetables for the children. 

Each child is provided with a drinking 
cup, towel and tooth brush, all of which are made use of. 

I found the outside windows all fastened 
on, preventing any fresh air coming in except through a 

ple of inch holes at the bottom of the sash. Some of 
these sash should be on hinges, and the inside windows 
\shoula be fixed to open from the top so as to prevent a 
lairveot araft on the children. 

The school yards have been re-fenced, and 
I found everything in a neat and tidy condition. lr. 
Waite is a good worker, not only in the classroom, but 


outside, and the condition of the place is a credit to 
him.

This school is in charge of the 
Rev. G. J. Waite, a university graduate, and he also 
holds his First Class professional certificate. Mr. Waite 
is doing excellent work and the children are making good 
progress. 

The roll calls for 18 pupils, and 16 were 
present. The attendance has been excellent, and for 
January was over 82%. The children appeared greatly 
interested in their work, and I found for the quarter 
ending January 3lst, that 6 pupils had not missed a day 
during the quarter. The grades are arranged as follows:-

In the absence of the Bishop of Saskatchewan I am writing 
you with regard to above School. You will have heard that the 
Rev. R.M. Luckraft has sent in his resignation as Teacher in 
order to take another position under the Government. 

We are doing our best to find another Teacher, but there 
is a great scarcity of Teachers, and many white schools in thie 
district are now closed on this account. I have heard of one 
lady Teacher who may be available; but I am afraid we may not 
be able to find a man. 

In the meantime Mrs. Luckraft is willing to carry on the 
School till a successor can be found. Mr. Simpson, the Indian 
Agent, tells me that this arrangement will be acceptable to the 
Department for a few weeks. 

I may point out that the salary at this School has been 
$80 per teaching month, or $720 per annum, whereas most of the 
other Schools have been allowed $90 or $95. John Smith's is 
one of the best Indian Day Schools, and the average attendance 
is very high, and I should like to suggest that the salary be 
made the same as most of the other Schools. 

The Bishop is at present in Bastern Canada, and he is look- 
ing out for more workers, and it is possible that he might find 
another clergyman who is also a teacher to bake Mr. Luckraft's 
place. I know he will do his best in this matter.

With reference to Departmental lettex.Noe~I69-5-1 dated 
September 2lst., I beg to report that I interviewed Archdeacon 
Paul at Prince Aipert yesterday in connection with procuring a 
teacher at the John Smiths Indian Day School. 


Archdeacon Paul informed me that it is most difficult 
to procure the services of teachers for Indian Day Schools under 
the present circumstancés. He also stated that the salary offered 
at this school was lower than that being paid by the Department 
at any of the other Indian Day Schools in this part of the 
Province despite there being more work at the John Smiths School 
owing to the average attendance of pupils there being higher than 
at most of the other schools. If this is the case I would 
recommend that if possible an adjustment be considered in the 
rate of salary for teaching at this school. I have found that 
the members of the John *miths Reserve give much better co-operation 
in having their children attend school than is the case on any 
other reserve in this Agency excepting the Moose Woods Sioux, 


Archdeacon Paul informed me that at present there was 
no one in view to fill the vacancy as teacher of this school, but 
that he had every hope of being able to procure a teacher by 
October 3let. and requested that Mrs. Iuckraft be employed to 
carry on with this work until that date. Mrs. Luckraft is eapable 
of doing so and in view of the circumstances I have requested 
her to open the school on October lste, with the understanding 
that she will be relieved of this work by the end of that month,

I beg to report that the services of Mrs, M, Roberts, 
Teacher at the John Smiths Indian Day School,has not been found 
satisfactory. 


She is unable to maintain proper discipline over the 
school children,especially during recess and mid day periods, 
The lack of discipline is also apparent in her home, Ii have 
been given to understand from a reliable source that her eldest 
daughter had been keeping company with one of the young members 
of the reserve and had entertained him in her home, I have 
sinee been advised that the daughter is now living away from home. 


The teacher's husband, Mr. Roberts, has given up the work 
he was employed at and has been living on the reserve with his 
wife. He appears to be a lazy type of individual, 


Mra. Roberts does not appear to be capable of leading 
or instructing the women of the Nomemaker‘'s Club in their work 
on this reserve. 


It is realized that under present conditions it is 
difficult to procure suitable e for this particular and 
important type of work among the Indians, However it is felt 
that if possible a more suitable teacher should be employed on 
this reserve. 


While at Prinee Albert yesterday I interviewed the Right 
Reverend H.D, Martin, Bishop,and the Venerable W.H.J. Paul, 
Archdeacon,pertaining to this matter. Bishop Martin advisea that 
he was under the impression that teachers could not be given 
notice that their services were no longer required during the 
school holidays and requested that the Department advise him as 
soon as possible as to its wishes in this case.

Personally I beleive the teachers, 
hrs Lamb and Miss Moore found that they wuld not agree or work 
together and live together under the same roof, 


I recomend that Mrs Lamb be paid one months salary only 
and that her name be struck off the pay roll effective as from 
September 30th, in the meantime an effort will be made to locate 
a suitable teacher for the Junior room and if this cannot be done 
Miss Moore will be requested to carryon her duties as formerly and 
previous to setting up an additional class room at the above named 
Indian Day School.

If I send the present returns to Duek Lake they will most 
likely come back to be completed which means a delay of another two 
weeks, which I can ill afford. 

I would thank the Department for a cheque as soon as possible, *% 
would ask that this not be delayed until the returnesz are finally 
completed. I have lately had to pay out upwerd of $109. for beef 
Supplies, as the Indians here simply refuse either to sell or work 
for the Department unless paid without delay, and to get over this 
I have to pay out of my own pocket & then take the Indians cheque. 

I hate to complain about Mr Agent Schmidt but really sometimes 
it gets impossible. Thoses September school returns should have been 
here long ago.

Dear Sir; 


I beg to advise that I consider that the children att- 
ending the Day Schools in this Agency are not regeiving sufficient 
nourishment from the cocoa,sugar,biscuits and potatoes served them 
at noon; especially during the cold Winter months when they have to 
walk to and from School. I understand that some of these children 
have little enough to eat before leaving for School and again on 
their return home. I feel that if a more nourishing meal was provided 
for them at the School it would not only help to keep these children 
in better health but it would also assist us to secure a more regular 
attendance in some of our Day Schools. 

I am enclosing herewith a last of supplies which I consider 
may be required during the coming Winter and Spring. In reference to 
potatoes being included therein I have to advise that the potato crop 
in this Agency was very poor this year. It was a total famlure on the 
Moose Woods and Kinistino Reserves. This crop was also very disappoink& 
ingon the James Smith's Reserve. 

In reference to the supplies requested for the School now 
being built on the Kinistino Reserve I beg to refer to my letter No. 
2410-6-91,dated May 26th,last, which I advised in part as follows; 

"Tt will be necessary to provide a noon-day meal as well as 
extra rations in order to secure attendance, as the parents are roamess 
and make their living by doing odd jobs for the settlers adjoining 
the Reserve,some hunting, and hay-making. In the Winter months the 
families who own cattle live at the Winter hay-camp, a distance of 
12 miles from the School, as this is the only point at which feed 
can be procured in sufficient quantities. Arrangements could be made 
to board their children with families living near the School by supp~ 
lying them with the following; 12-982 flour,450 lbs. Beef and 25 lbs. 
Tea.* 

I recommend that the supplies mentioned on the attached 
list be provided and that authority be granted to purchase them as 
they are required.

Dear Sir: 


With reference to our discussion during your 
recent inspection of this Agency pertaining to the Yay School 
and children's dining room at the John Smiths Heserve being 
very cold during the winter months, I beg to report as follows: 


It is considered that if the ceiling floors of these 
buildings are insulated with shavings preyared for this 
purpose it would prevent to a great extent the heat generated 
in the buildings from escaping, It would also insulate the 
ceilings against the cold drafts of air that penetrate into 
the attics of these buildings. 


It is estimated that the cost of insulation would be 
taken eare of within two or three years due to the reduction 
in the quantity of fuel that would be required after the work 
was completed. 


I recommend that this work be done and request 
authority to have it completed before the school reopens 
on October Ist, next.

I beg to report that while at the John Smith's Reserve 
on January 10th I was advised that the well at the Day School 
there had gone dry. I instructed to have it cleaned out and in 
the meantime to have ice hauled to the school for drinking and 
cooking purposes. 


The well was cleaned on January 18th which did not 
result in procuring a supply of water. This well has never 
given an adequate supply since it was dug in 1935, and water 
from other sources has since had to be supplied to the school 
from time to time. I have been advised that it was located away 
from the well sunk in 1926 which had a good supply of water but 
was abandoned on account of the cribbing having rotted and caved 
in. 


I recommend that a new well be dug near the site of 

the 1926 well early in April when the frost is out of the ground. 
Form No. 37 is attached hereto listing the materials and labour 
required for this work. The price of the lumber was quoted by 
t th Star Lumber Company, Prince Albert, who advised that 

ere is no rough lumber available and that the usual 10 per cent 
discount allowed cannot be given due to recent regulations made 
by the War Time Prices and Trade Board. 


I beg to request authority to expend the sum of $4,00 
per month to employ Indian labour to haul ice or water for the 
Day School and Teacher's residence until other arrangements can 
be made,

Indian Commissioner, 

Winnipeg, Man. 

Sir, 

As teacher of Key's School and Missionary in charge of the 
S, Andrews Anglican Mission, Key's Reserve, permit me to re- 
quest your immediate consideration of educational matters 
on Key's Reserve and Key's Band. 

We have as you are aware a Day School here. It has been 
in continuous work since the year 1885. As far as a Day 
School can be it has been a success. 

When this school was first opened every family on the 
Reserve were living at a distance of not more than one mile 
and a half from the school house. Attendance at achool in 
such a case might be expected to be regular, but the average 
attendance then was not much higher than it is now. I took 
charge of the school on the first of July 1896 and have been 
always diligent in persuading parents to keep their children 
regularly at school with at no time better results than an 
average equal to one half of the number of pupils on the 
school roll. Of late years the parents have had to scatter 
all over the Reserve on account of the increasing quantity 
of hay required for each man's cattle. So that to-day we 
have only three fanilies living within two miles of the 
school. The remainder are located in various directions 
extending from two and one half to about 5 miles by trail from 
the sehool house. Nearly all these familieshave one or more 
children close on school age but there are no elderly child- 
ren to bring them to school from such a distance. Even if 
they had judging by past experience their attendance would 
go intermittent as to make permanent progress in their case 
very small. So small that in a few years after leaving school 
they will have forgotten nearly everything even the little 
English that may have been forced upon theme 

The whole band are fully alive to the immediate need 
of a better educational system for their children. The 
chief and every other head of a family on the Reserve have 
twiee thie summer come to me requesting in the most pressing 
manner that I should cali your attention and the attention 
of the Bishop of Qu'Appelle to their urgent need of a board- 
ing school for their children, They promised that twenty~- 
five pupils would be forthcoming for a boarding school at 
onee on its opening. The chief and headmen also desired 
me to tell you and the Bishop that they have a promise from 
the portion of the band that have not yet settled here; 
but who are now and always have been leading 4 wandering life, 
nunting and fishing; that they will furnish many pupils for 
a boarding school if one is opened here on their own reserve. 

My own opinion is that i* half of the promises are ful- 
filled, accommodation for thirty-five at least will be re- 
mired withia twelve months of the date of opening the school, 

t is perfectly useless to speak to them of sending their 
children away to distant schools as not only most of those 
that did go only came back to die, but also the education re~ 
eeived has in most cases been of a character little suited to 
the needs of their future mode of life. I can bear witness 
to the undoubted fact that the pupils of the Boarding Schools 
in this and the Touchwood Hills Agencies have given satisfac-~ 
tion almost all whereas in the same Agencies the pupils of 
distant schools have not been 4 success. In fact some of 
them are decidedly detrimental in their influence on their 
less favoured friends. It is so here that any gasecenary 

eacher

feacher or Government Officer who would advocate sending 
more children to distant schools would forfeit all of what 
influence for good he might otherwise possess and justly 80 
as all persons qualified to speak could tell yous 

I have already told you the conditions of attendance at 
the Day Sehool here. I may be allowed to state further that 
the most important part of an Indian child's education--the 
implanting of permanent habits of regularity and industry~-- 
is impossible in a day school. 

I therefore beg to request your most favorable considera~ 
tion of this and that you do cause to be placed in the hands 
of your Indian Agent here a sum sufficient to provide accom= 
modation for thirty-five pupils and the necessary staff as 
well as making provision for maintenance of say 25 pupils 
for the first 6 months and 55 the following 6 months. Also 
provision should be made for plain furniture, ete. 

The Secretary of the Executive of the Diocese of Qu’ Ap- 
pelle requested me to say to the Indians that if the Indian 
Department are willing to take tre initiative and build tne 
accommodation required they will be very glad to manage 
the school and do their accustomed part. I hardly tell you 
that the present is in every sense favorable to the commence~ 
ment of a Boarding School here. 

I am now boarding and clothing two Indian ehildren both 
motherless. We could have 5 or 6 others almost as indigent 
this winter, but I cannot afford to feed them) have you no 
means of meeting such cases in any way ? 

Tn conclusion I have to point out that a substantial 
building costing from 5000. up would te more economical 
in the end than a cheaper building. You can dispense with 
the expense of an architect, a8 your Agent here has a con~- 
siderable experience and talent in that ways He is economy 
itself too. 

May I request you to see that Hon. C. Sifton has an op~ 
portunity of reading this letter. Please reply.

The Deputy Superintendent General:— 


The Indian Commissioner under date the 17th instant 
encloses a copy of a lette. from the Rev. Owen Owens, Church 
of England Missionary on the Key's Reserve, urging upon the 
Department the advisability of establishing a boarding 
school there. 

fhe total population of the Pelly Agency is 473. 
fhe last census gives the membership of the Church of England 
as only 47; the remainder being made up of 178 Presbyterians, 
75 Roman Catholies, and 153 Pagans. There are two boarding 
achools already in operation there — the Crowstand conducted 
by the Presbyterians, which has an enrolment of 45 with an 
average attendance of 41. The Roman Catholies have a boarding 
school at Kisickonse which is not yet in receipt of the Govern- 
ment grant, but will be recognized when the St. Boniface 
deal is consummated, Wo returns are received from this school 
but I understand that they have an enrolment of about 15. 

The two Church of England day schools in the Agency, one on 
the Key's Reserve with an enrolment of 19, ami the other 

at Shoal River with 23 on the roll, ‘There are only about 120 
@hilaren of school age in the Arency, and the present school 
enrolment accounts for about 92 of this number. 

Mr. Owen's scheme would involve an immediate outlay 
ef about $5,000.00 for buildings, $1,800.00 for the maintenance 


ef 25 pupils and an additional-$2,000,00 for equipment, and 
I do 
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I do not think the Department calidad look to the Chureh of 
England for any substantial assistance either for bui ldings 
or maintenance as they have no money to spend, Mr. Owens 
ms evidently taken his cue from the Minister's speech on 
the School Estimates in which he expressed himself in favor 
of the boarding school as affording the best means of educating 
and civildzing ths Indian. I do not think the children of 
this.agénoy would suffer if action is delayed, ‘The Church 
of England have a @eneral Secretary for Indian Mission work 
and applications such as this should, I think, come through 
that officer, and the Department would then be in a position 


to find out how far the Missionary Society is able and willing 


to contribute to such work,

I have for acknowledgment Your Lordship's 
letter of the 14th instant, in which you submit, for 
departmental approval, the nomination of Reverend 
James Marsden Buck for the position of teacher of the 
Key Indian Day School, Norquay P. 0., Sask. 


It is noted that Mr. Buck has secured 
Grade XII standing in the province of Saskatchewan, in 
addition to his theological training. It does not 
appear, however, that he has et any time taken the 
regular normal school course for teachers in the province 
of Saskatchewan. 


I may state that about two years ago Dr. 
Robertson, Inspector of Indian Agencies for Saskatchewan, 
complained rather vigorously to the Department that a 
number of the teachers nominated by the Churches were 
wholly unsuitable for work on Indian reserves. Dr. 
Robertson at that time had in mind teachers with full 
academic and professional standing and with some training 
er experience in agricultural methods. The matter was 
very fully discussed at that time and Bishop Burd, during 
one of his visits to the East, went into the problem very 
fully with the officials here end, if I remember correctly, 
with the Minister. It was finally decided by Bishop Burd 
that only teachers with full professional and academic 
standing would be nominated by him for positions at 
Indian day schools. Dr. Robertson was finally persuaded 


that -

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that this was all we could possibly expect from the 
church authorities. If we now accept for the position 
at the Key School a teacher lacking professional 
qualifications, I am afraid that such an appointment 
may create a certain amount of dissatisfaction in 
other sections of Saskatchewan, particularly in the 
northern districts. It is just possible that there 
may be a searcity of teachers in the immediate future 
and that we may ve to appoint teachers lacking 
professional qualifications. I do feel, however, in 
the meantime, that a fully qualified teacher should 

be nominated for the Key School or that we shovld 

haye, in writing, a statement intimating that it has not 
been found possible to secure a fully qualified teacher 
at this particular time.

When I made my inspection of the Agency they were at 
Carlyle Lake. 


Bishop Knowles was in the Office yesterday 
morning and informed me that Mr. and Mrs. Jolly were unable to 
return to Keys, which pleased me greatly 8s I knew these people 
very well a few years ago when they were et Day Star, and their 
work was not very satisfactory. He, however, suggested the 
Reverend James Marsden Buck, who is at the present time stationed 
at Togo, Saskatchewan, a6 teacher for Key School. Mr. and Mrs. Buck, 
he informed me, were born on farms around Moosomin, both have had 
Grade XII but did not take Normal training. Personelly, I believe 
their services would be satisfactory and a areat improvement on 
Mr. and Mrs. Jolly. 


The Bishop is writing direct to the Department and 
I advised him thet I also would write this letter.

My dear Mr. Hoey, 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 
19th. inst. in regard to the appointment of the Rev. 
J.M. Buck of Togo, Sask., to the Indian School on the 
Key Indiam Reserve. I have noted carefully what you say 
with regard to the person to be appointed to this work 
having professional qualifications, i.e. a Normal School 
training. This point was carefully considered by us 
before we recommended Mr. Buck for the position as at 
present we have not a clergymen in Orders in this Diocese 
who has a Normal School Certificate and is available for 
this work. 


While we have every regard for the desire 
of the Department to always have professional teachers 
in our Indian Schools yet may I suggest to you that there 
are other qualifications which might easily far exceed 
the advantage of Normal School training so far as the 
particular work on Key Indian Reserve is concerned. The 
school is not a large omand the pupils are not nearly 
as far advanced as they are in some other Indian Day 
Schecls. Again, important aa the teaching experience is, 
yet in our purview it is even more important on this 
particular Reserve that the teacher and his wife would be 
people who in their social life with the Indians and the 
help that they could give them in their daily life and work 
is a most important factor. In this we have no doubt in 
assuring you that the Rev. J.M. Buck and his wife sre 
highly qualified and we do not think for a moment that 
the lack of a professional certificate will in any way 
hinder the good work thet it is possible for this man- 
and wife to do for your Indian people on this Reserve.

If I could secure a Clergyman who is a 
qualified teacher I would not hesitate in doing so but, 
as before stated, we heve not one amongst our Clergy at 
the moment who could satisfy this requirement.

I wish to inform you that while 
at the Pelly Agency, Kemsack, last week, I visited the above 
mentioned school. 


There were 14 children present 
at the school at the time of my visit. 


I spent about a couple of hours 
going over the school and teacher's residence and this is the first 
time I have visited the school since the present teacher, the 
Reverend Marsden Buck, took charge. There is a good school garden 
there this year. 


Mr. and Mrs. Buck are & young 
couple both raised on the farm, and they heve two small children. 
They both seem to be nice young people but as a teacher I was not 
impressed with this man. As fer as I could make out he is not a 
disciplinarian and I noticed discipline seemed to be lacking altogether. 
Therefore I would say thet the work is taught in & more or less 
haphazard way. However, class was not on at the time I was present 
and I am only surmising thie but I do not think I am very far wrong. 
In discussing Mr. Buck with our Agent I came to the conclusion that 
a little talking to might do some good and I hope to have an opportunity 
for a real heart to heart talk with him before the school opens in 
the Fall as I expect to be down in that part of the country again some

I have recently had an interview with the Rev. Wel.Browne who came 
to Regina for s special medical examination on a heart condition 
from which he is suffering snd which is serious. 


I have his writtn statements of the events which led to his being 

in a condition to which ire Ostrander has good cause to report to 

you adversely about him, as follows:-" On the evening pefore Mr. 
Ostrander's visit, I had been called out at II.00 P.M. to bring 

the doctor out from Nor quay ( I3é miles) to a sick baby, and to & woman 
in childbirth.e The roads were bad; so bad that in bringing the 

doctor out the car skidded on the icy road, and landed in the ditche 
However, we got out again and resumed our journeye After taking 

the doctor to the two sick persons, it was 3.40 AeMe when I reached 
homee Rising that morning at 7200 AeMe I was required about 8650 AM. 
to drive the doctor back to Norquay, he having completed his duties. 
It was quite late when I got home again that morninge This disruption 
accounts for my not having shaved, nor having taken time to change 
into my regular school clothes. So then, Mre Ostrander saw me under 
very exceptional conditions. The only lack of aiscipline lay in the 
fact that one of the beginners elass interrupted to ask some questions 
of her teacher. It was reading lesson time, and some of the younger 
children, jug} the same as in other schools, had not completely mastered 
the art of slfent reading, but mumbled or whispered as they read to 
themselves. Both Mre Bryant ( the Indian Agent)and the school inspect- 
ors would testify to the quiet and good order in the school on the 
occasions of their visits, and which is the general comditione"

Dear Sirs- 


Will you kindly send us full information regarding the 
salary now being paid to our teachers at the Fishing Lake and Day Star 
Reserves, namely the Re Aed. Lawes and Mre Robert Hick? You might aleo 
dnelude the proposed galery for the teacher on the Key Reserve. Your 
Regina office apparently has none of the information required. 


What is your policy regarding the teachers salaries? Are 
the teachers graded and paid according to their qualifications? We are of 
the opinion that provided the teachers have similar qualifications, there 
should be no difference in the salary paid to those teaching in Indian 
Day Schools. 


You will be pleased to know that at long lest we are 
meeting with some response in our appeal for & teacher on the Key Reserves 
Since the vacancy eceurred, we have been advertising in the church and secular 
press, only to be disappointed with the applications made. Three ladies ~ 
two of thent elderly enquired about the position, but they were not very 
interested. The prospect ef living alone, so far removed from others, end 
without telephone communication, did not appeal to them. Two laymen, both 
retired school principals are interested in the position, both should be 
acceptable to the Department ef Indien Affaires, but as yet they have not 
submitted their applications. 


As you know there is a scarcity of teachers in our Pro= 
vince. Those who apply to teach in Indian Schools do se because they are 
especially suitable and qualified for the work and like the Indians, or 
because they cannot be 4 success as a teacher in the "white" schools. On 
the other hand, there are those well-intentioned and missionary-minded ones 
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who wish to undertake this work. These people at the present time, appear 
to be definitely in the minority. 


I suggest that there are a number of essentials, if we are 
to get teachers for our Indian Day Schools: 


1. They should have a knowledge and liking for the people, and the 
children they are going to work with. 
2. ‘They should receive a salary at least equal to what is paid by 
the Province of Sadkatchewan, where the minimum salary is $1200.00. 
3. There should be continuity of pension rights. We have had applicants 
terminate an interview on being informed that the time given to 
teaching in Indian Schools would be considered as lost time, so 
far as their superannuation is concerned. 
Warm and comfortable homes for the teachers. In this connection 
a well built and roomy basement is a necessity, if the teacher is 
to be able to keep vegetables required, not only for their own 
use but for the noon-day meals they prepare for the school children. 
Good drinking water is also of great importance. 
A good road from the teacherage to the nearest highway or municipal 
road, also telephone communication to the "out—side". A teacher may 
require the sérvices or advice of a Doctor for herself or himself 
and family and for the Indians amongst whom they live. 


Regarding the present situation at Keys may we have your 
permission to engage & person whom we feel is able to teach the children but 
who ig not a certified teacher, and may we offer a salary similar to that 
at present being paid to Mr. R. Hick of the Day Star School. We are, of 
course, most anxious to obtain well-qualified and suitable teachers for our 
Indian Day Schools, but it may be expedient that wo should get the next 
bestyywhen they are not availeble.

The Rev. F.E.Re Badham, Secretary of Synod of this diocese 
of Qu'Appelle, is forwarding to you the application of the Rev. Gilbert Hagh 
Mansbridge, the Vicarage, Broadview, Saskatchewan, for appointment ag teacher 
at our Key Indian Day School, Norquay, Saskatchewan, for whom I am able to 
give the following reference. 


Dr. Mansbridge is a Master of Arts of the University of 
Cambridge, England and a Doctor of Philospphy of the University of London 
England. His age is forty (40) yeare, he is a married man with wife and 
four children. His wife is a Certificated Teacher of the Province of Sask- 
atchewan (Second Class), and has had some years of experience, teaching on 
the prairie. His Doctor's Degree was taken an the Scienee Section in which 
he specialised in Biology. There can be no question about his Scholarship 
and he has been out in Canada before in the part of the county where the 
Key's School is situate, and has had some contact with the Indians and thus 
knows something about them. Though he has never before been engaged in Indian 
Work, both Dr. Mansbridge and his wife feel very much drawn toward this kind 
of work on one of our Reserves, and I have every reason to believe that they 
will take a deep interest in the personal welfare of our Indian Children and 
their parents. 


It has been a matter of deep regret to us that there has 
been no teacher on this Reserve since July let, 1946, though we have made 
every effort to obtain one, and this does seom a favourable opportunity to us 
to make an appointment, hence this recommendation, Owing to the great depth 
of snow on the prairie with most of our highways and all our side roads 
closed up, it does not seem possible to get a teacher and his family into 
this somewhat isolated Indian Reserve until say, May lst, 1947; though Dr. 
Mansbridge would be prepared to go at any time required by your Department.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your lettersgof the 
8th and 12th instants. I note that Reve GeH. Mansbridge has been 
accepted for the position of teacher at the Key Indian Reserve Day 
School at a salary of $112.00 per teaching month. I have been in 
touch with Mr. J.B. Ostrander, your Regina representative regarding 
the arrangements for Mr. Mansbridge to commence his duties as teacher. 


I have carefully considered your letter of the éth 
instant and note that you will be sending me full details of the new 
salary scale, recently approved by the Treasury Board. ‘I think this is 
an excellent idea, as it should provide an incentive for those teaching 
in Indian Schools to acquire the best qualifications possible. The 
better qualified they are, the higher the salary. So far as the 
Province of Saskatchewan is concerned the $1200.00 I quoted you in my 
letter, refers to qualified teachers who are those holding walid 
permanent Second or First Class Certificates. With regard to the Second 
Class Certificates no new Certificates are being issued, it now applies 
only to those who were granted Secdnd Class Certificates some years ago. 


I note that there is every likelihood for the inclusion 
of our Day School Teachers as permanent Civil Servants. This is a good 
thing and will, I am sure, enable us to get better teachers for our 
Indian work. 


I wish to take this opportunity of saying how deeply I 
appreciate your careful consideration of the matters we have referred to 
you. We can only have progress and development amongst our Indian People 
if there is a close co-operation between those who are responsible for 
their welfare, especially the Department of Indian Affairs, and in our 
case the Anglican Church. I do not wish to offer much criticism, suffice 
it to say, that in the past, correspondence received from the Department 
of Indian Affars, has left much to be desired. If I may say so, your 


letters to us indicate a change of policy and a step in the right

I am enclosing herewith copy of a letter I wrote to Reverend 
F.E.R. Badham, Secretary of the Synod of the Diocese of Qu' Appelle, 
Regina, in connection with Dr. and Mre. Mansbridge at the Key's Reserve, 
Pelly Agency, also copy of Mr. Badham's reply. 


As the Department is aware, Dr. Mansbridge was appointed teacher 
at the Key's Day School about a month ago. I did not have the opportunity 
to see Dr. Mansbridge before he went to the school, therefore I visited the 
school as soon as possible after his appointment and my letter to the 
Reverend Mr, Badham was the result of that visit. 


I do not think thet I have anything to add to my comments in 
ny letter to Mr. Badham with the exception that I should perhaps deal with the 
second sentence of Mr. Badham's letter to me. In this connection I can only 
say that I was wondering why they were both teaching in the sam classroom. 
My opinion was that the work of the classroom would have been done much better 
if Mrs. Mansbridge had been teaching alone. Certainly it would not have been 
as good if Dr. Mansbridge had been teaching alone. I have every reason to 
think that Mrs. Mansbridge is an experienced teacher who could perform excellent 
service with the Indian children. My impression of Dr. Mansbridge is that he 
is perhaps too highly educated to lower himself to attending normal school and 
that he will never be a school teacher until he is prepared to admit that he has 
@ lot to learn about teaching school and attend normal school for thet purpose. 


Mrs. Mansbridge has taught school in Alberta and in England, each 
for a number of years, also attended normal school in Saskatchewan and has a 
Second Class Teaching Certificate for Saskatchewan. Dr. Mansbridge hes a 
Ph.D. and M.A. and might eventually become a teacher if he commenced in the 
right way. It appears to me, however, that we should be training Indian children

Dear Mr. Ostrander:~- 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
May 31st re the Rev. Dr. G.eH. Mansbridge and the Keys Indian School. 


I am wondering why Dr. and Mrs. Mansbridge were 
both teaching at the same time in the class room. Such a situation 
coupled with the fact that you were present making an inspection, would 
I am sure, be sup-setting to Dr. Mansbridge, and you would not see him 
at his best in the class room, Knewing the size of the class room it 
would seem to me to be an almost impossible task for two people to be 
teaching at the same time. Wo doubt Mrs. Mansbridge was there for the 
purpose of helping her husband, and I am glad to know that you recognise 
and appreciate her ability as a teacher. 


From the stand point of education, I venture to say 
that there are few people in this Province who have the qualifications that 
Dr. Mansbridge has, but I recognise the fact that he had no experience 
ae a teacher in a public school before going to Key Reserve. Do you not 
think that Dr. Mansbridge might acquire ability to teach, especially in 
view of the fact that he has Mrs. Mansbridge to help hin? 


I note that you emphasise the fact that Dr. 
Mansbridge has never attended Normal School, and while I realise that this 
is a requirement before a Teacher's Certificate can be issued, I know from 
experience that some who have attended Normal School and who have been 
granted a Certificate, have shown little abflity to teach. 


I wish you to know that we feel that the best is 
not too good for our Indian children, and that we appreciate your efforts 
to assist us in this direction. At the same time we are anxious that Dr. 
Mansbridge should be given a fair chance to prove his ability as a teacher. 
I realise that you are a very busy man, and that your work covers 4 large 
territory, but I am wondéring if it would not be possible for you to make 
a further inspection of the Key School perhaps near the end of this month, 
or at a time when Dr. Mansbridge will have had sufficient time to prove 
whether or not he has the ability to teach the children.

The attendance at the Key's and Cote Day Schools was very 
unsatisfactory. That of the Key's School was 10.23%, and 
thet of the Cote School 58.95%. The Key's School, with 26 
on the roll, had an average daily attendance of 18.26. The 
Cote School, with 44 on the roll, had an average daily 
attendance of 25.94. I pointed this out to Indian Agent Mr. 
J.L. Bryant, and the teachers concerned, and drew the 
attention of Mr. Bryant to the fact that Family Allowances 
peyments should be stopped in many instances. Mr. Bryant 

is to immediately warn the parents that failure to greatly 
improve the attendance will result in loss of Family 
Allowances payments, and possibly prosecution, Aside from the 
matter of attendance I feel that very little is being 
accomplished at either the Cote Day Johool or the Key's 

Day School, and I do not consider the teachers concerned 
are giving the service which we are entitled to expect.

J We visited the Reverend and Mre, Mansbridge 
at the KEY RESERVE and had a long talk with them about the 
work they are doing. They have thirty children at the school, these 
and eleven others are expected to enroll when the school re-opens 
in September. However, if the Gordon's ‘esidential School is 
re-opened it is possible that six of the pupils presently 
attending the Kay Day School will go there. the noon-day meal 
allowance for this school is 960.00 per annum and we cannot 
understand why the Indian Department expects thirty children 
to be given a deily meal on an allowance of $6.00 per month. 


We were informed that the schoo] and house 
can be kept comfortably warm during the very cold weather. 
Apparently the teacher is not getting the achool books ordered 
from the Indian Department, We were informed thet the Provin- 
cial School Inspector made an inspection in February and that 
he suggested there should be a larger allowance for feeding 
the children and if possible a second room provided. The 
present system of feeding the children their noon-dey meal 
in the schoolroom then having to clean up the room before 
resuming classes is very unsatisfactory.

Re Day Star School: We appreciate very much the Inspector's Report upon the 
above day school and it is good to know that while Mr. Hick is not a 
Certificated teacher, he has those qualities which may in the long run have 
a most helpful effect upon our Indian children. Knowing Mr. Hick as I do, 

I agree with ee School Inspector Logie that he has a deep love for Indian 
children and a most understanding way with them, The most qualified teachers 
in the world would never get very far with Indien children unlese they had 
thesesame characteristics of Mr. Hick. From time to time I have noted the 
remarks and questions raised by members of the House of Commons at Ottawa 
regarding Indian work and in some cases it would appear that the speaker has 
never even seen an Indian child. May I reiterate that we are anxious to do 
our best for our Indian children and doubt very much if some of those who 
criticise our efforts would do es well. 


We trust that it will not be long before we are advised that the 
recommendations on the general condition of the schools made by the School 
Inspectors will have received the attention of the Department of Indian Affair 


In your letter of the 13th instent and regarding the request for 
sports equipment at Day Star School, you state that you checked your files and 
aid not discover any reference to a requisition from Mr. Hick for these 
supplies. All our teachers will tell you that whenever they need anything 
for their schools they must make requisition through the Indian Agents. In 
the case of Mr. Hick I have every reason to believe that he on more than one 
eccasion drew the attention of the then Indian Agent Davies of Punnichy to 
the need for these things. Tis therefore, my contention that the failure to 
make a requisition for athletic supplies can be Placed upon the Indian Agent 
concerned, However, we are very grateful indeed to learn that you have 
ordered sports equipment for Mr. Hick. 


In concluding I wish on behalf of Bishop Knowles and myself to 
express our sincere thanks to you for the help and encouragement you have 
given to us. I personally can say that in the eight years I have been conected 
with Indian work, I have never received such help and engouragement as you 
have given us, there is a great deal of criticism being directed at thoee

Dear Sirs- 


I have just returned from holidays and which to thank you for 
the letters etc. received from your Department during the time I was away. 


On June 29th you sent the Inspector's Report for Day Star and Key 
Indian Day Schools. 


With regard to Key Indian Day School, you will recall the 
correspondence between your Department and our office during June 1947 at which 
time Mre JP. Ostrander did not give a very satisfactory report on the 
teaching ability of Dr. Mansbridge. It was chiefly because of this report 
that Mrs. Mansbridge was appointed teacher in the place of her husband. In 
commenting on Mr. Ostrander's report I pointed out that Dr. Mansbridge had 
been at the school for only about three weeks and that he had not really had 
much time to settle in to a new work. I would kindly refer you to my letter 
of June 4th, 1947. In view of the complaints we received it is indeed 
gratifying to know that School Inspector Gorchynski on March 15th reported that 
"Consdering the equipment available and the lack of classroom materials, 

Dr. Mansbridge is doing good work in this school." I feel, Sir, that it is to 
your Department that we must look for guidance in reapect to the teachers we 
have in our Indian Day Schools and that we should expect reports on their 
teaching ability from a qualified school inspector rather than the Superintenden 
of Indian Agencies. I realize of course, that we must look to the latter on 
the general conduct etc. of our teachers. We have noted the suggestions made 

by the school inspector for the improvement of this school and trust that those 
things which are the concern and responsibility of the Department of Indian 
Affairs will be attended to as soon as possible.

Sir: 


Nurse Wyatt, in a report on her recent visit 
to the Keys Indian Day School, states that she found 
the school room "not as clean as it might have been", 
also that the tooth brushes gupplied were not bo 
used by the pupile, and that there were not sufficient 
dishes for the serving of the midday meal. She also 
states that there was only one comb provided for the 
use of all the children. She further states that she 
found the children clean and healthy and the food 
eupplied at the noonday meal very good, 


You should draw the attention of the teacher 
to the condition of the classroom, and he should see 
that it is kept in a cleanly condition. You may 
arrange for the purchase of a few extra combs and a 
gmall supply of dishes for the preparing and servi 
of the midday meal. No unnecessary expense should be 
ineurred in these purchases, and accounts, in duplicate, 
properly certified, should be forwarded in the usual 
manner covering the cost.

In reply to your letter of the 4th instant, No. 
117-4-5, in connection with the report of the school inspector 
to the effect that the outside toilets at the Key's Day School 
are in bad shape, I beg to say that his report is quite true. 
The roof of one of these buildings blew off during the winter 
and, as they should be moved, it was my intention to ask for 
authority to dig new holes and move them as soon as the frost 
goes out of the ground this spring. It cannot be done before 
that time, The cost will be about six dollars for material 
and labour, There have never been doors on these beildings 
and apparently it was not intended that there should be when 
they were built, If the Department intends to have doors put 
on it will cost another six dollars for material and labour. 


In connection with this school, I would like to 
point out that the greatest need is exterior painting of the 
teacher's residence, which was asked for in the current year's 
estiMmtes, I asked for an amount of $175.00 for this purpose 
and for kalsomine for the interior of the teacher's residence 
and class-room building. The Kalsomine is not essential and 
no damage will be done if delayed for another year, but the 
need of exterior painting is very urgent. Apparently it has 
been needed for some years as the shingles are all curled with 
the weather and the siding om the walls will have to be renewed 
before many years owing to the fact that it is so badly warped 
and twisted from need of paint over a period of years. 


It will require at least $100.00 to make a good job 
of this exterior painting, and even more than that if I have to 
get outside labour at Union rates, There is no reason why the 
work could not be performed by an Indian, in which case $100.00 
will be sufficient for both material and labour.

The cHildren of this school have very few opportuni- 
ties of taking part in healthy winter sports and I have 
considered the advisability of erecting an open air ska- 
ting rink near the school. . 


A plot 30 feet by 100 feet could be levelled and 
flooded for approximately $ 20.00 a 3 foot high board 
fence around this would cost another $ 110.00 including 
material and labour. Once this work was done subsequent 
removal of snow and flooding when necessary would be done 
by the children themselves under Mr. Mansbridge's super- 
vision. Norquay is approximately 12 miles from the Key 
school but few if any of the children from the Reserve 
would have the opportunity of skating there except on very 
rare occasions. 


The Indian children love to skate and many develop 
into very good hockey players. The initial investment 
would be well worth while as the board fence could be built 
in sections, taken down and piled in the spring and used a- 
gain for many winters to come. 


If funds are available I would strongly recommend that 
this project be given favourable consideration.

I have for acknowledgement your letter of November 
25, 1948, regarding the toilets at Key Day School. 


These toilets were upset on Haloween night and again by 

some of the grown up Indians about a week later. On the lat- 
ter eccasion the school door was wired up with barb wire. 
It appears that the Indians wanted to hold a box social and 
dance in the school on this certain night and were not allo- 
wed to do so, and they showed their displeasure in this man- 
ner. The toilets had not been properly replaced on the oc- 
casion of Inspector Gorchynski's visit. 


I do not consider the toilets need to be replaced but 
they do need some repair. One requires a door and a new seat 
and both require some other minor repairs. 


I would estimate that $ 30.00 for labour and material 
would put them in quite fair shape.

The interior of the above noted school was damaged 
by fire recently. Mr. Mansbridge started a fire in the 
school box stove in the morning and left the building at 
8.40 a.m. He claims one of the school girls arrived at 
the school about ten minutes later and found the walls 
near the stove on fire. 


It is supposed that an overheated stove or pipes star- 
ted the fire in part of the wall behind the stove. Some 
plaster had cracked and fallen from the wall which exposed 
the laths at this point. 


Mr. Mansbridge thinks that a spark came through a very 
small bolt hole in the back of the stove and that this 
started the fire but I am of the opinion that the stove 
became overheated. 


I would estimate that lath nails and lumber to repair 
the walls will cost approximately $ 20.00 and about 35 
Square yards of plaster will have to be replaced. This 
will require about 300 lbs of hardwall, 100 lbs of hydra- 
ted lime and 150 lbs. of finish and approximately 1 yard 
of sand. This material with the exception of the sand 
can be purchased locally from the Monarch Lumber Company 
at Norquay, Saskatchewan. Wages for laboub will require 
approximately $ 100.00. 


It is very difficult to secure the services of a com- 
petent plasterer and his charges would have to include 
transportation costs of his apngnen) from Kamsack to Key 
school a distance of 25 miles. he total cost of material 
and labour should not exceed $ 150.00. 


I would like to have authority to proceed with this 
repair work as soon as possible after school closes in June. 


The soft water cistern in the teachers residence is in 
very poor condition. I had Mr. Finnie,tinsmith, from Kam- 
sack check this over recently with the hope that it could 
be repaired. However, it is so badly pitted that it isbe- 
yond repair. 


A new cistern of the same size would cost approximately 
$ 60.00 installed.

In our estimates provision was made for an addition 
to the teachers residence at Key Reserve at an estimated 
cost of $ 900.00, also a stable for the childrens horses 
at an estimated cost of $ 1.000.00. I am now of the opi 
nion that additional class room space is the most urgent 
requirement at the present time. This should be provided 
by building a’l2 or 14 foot addition on the east end of 
the building. would estimate seeps? that the cost 
should not exceed $ 1.600.00 for labour and material. The 
present east end wall up to the ceiling would have to be 
removed with the exception of possibly 18 inches on each 
side. A rod could be t through from wall to wall at 
this point to add additional support. 


The shingles on the present structure are showing 
signs of age and if this addition is approved I would sug- 
gest that these shingles be replaced by asbestos shingles. 


The building should also be painted. There will be 
approximately 36 children this fall of school age on Key 
Reserve. The capacity of the school at present should not 
exceed 24 and this leaves very little open space not occu- 
pied by school desks teachers desk and a large box stove 
for heating purposes.

I wish to refer to Mr. C.A.F. Clarks letters of 
June 23, and June 25, in connection with the proposed 
addition to Key Day School. 


I thought it advisable to estimate for an addition 
16' x 22' instead of 15' x 22' as there would be very 
little additional cost due to a certain amount of loss 
of material in the 15' addition. 


The estimate prepared by the Monarch Lumber Co. Ltd. 
of Norquay, is approximately correct but in a job of this 
kind where alterations are being made to the present struc 
ture a small amount of extra material may be required. It 
is noted that there is an error in the size and number of 
the windows, we require 8 windows 26x30 instead of 4 24x26, 
I feel satisfied that an additional 50.00 would cover 
any extras that might be required. 


The Porcupine Iumber Co of Pelly, Saskatchewan have 
been asked to submit an estimate but this has not yet been 
received, in any case Norquay is the closest point to Key 
Reserve and I am of the opinion that somewhat better buil- 
ding material is supplied by the Monarch Lumber Co. Ltd. 


I expect to receive a tender in writing for the labour 
this week from Mr. Ole Anderson of Norquay. He advised me 
today that he would first discuss the matter with his son, 
but he thought pass eould do the work for approximately 
$ 850.00 which would include painting the building inside 
and out. This would also include insulation of the cei- 
ling with shavings that are obtainable in Norquay at $ 2.00 
per truck load. We would have to supply the shavings and 
50 lbs. of lime at the school site. 


Mr. Anderson will supply necessary sand and gravel for 
the cement work at no extra cost. Charges for trucking lum 
ber etc. from Norquay, should not exceed $ 25.00. 


It is very difficult to obtain competent carpenters for 
this type of work a considerable distance from town,and I 
doubt very much if I can obtain another tender for the work 
which must be completed before Septemebr 5,. Mr. Anderson 
is reported to be a reliable workman and I consider his ten 
der for the labour is fair and reasonable and should be accep 
ted forthwith in order that he may be advised and ready to 
start work as soon as the material is purchased.

Mr. Bryant is looking into this 
matter further, because, as I have told you before, I do not want to 
spend a lot of money on it." I do not want to quarre] with Mr. Bryent 
over this because I may not have made myself clear enough to impress 
upon him that we had to have authority for this. 


As you know, when you start working on basements you do not 
know what you are going to run into and since the work has been performed 
the only thing I can say is that I would recommend payment of this. 

I am very sorry that this has happened because I heve never been in the 
habit of authorizing work to bé done unless the proper authority has been 
obtained.

T am enclosing herewith letter received from Mrs. W.F. Browne, 
the wife of the Day School Teacher, Key's Day School. 1 make no comments 
on the contents of this letter 4s I think it speaks for itself. 


The teacherage at the Key's Day School is a fairly comfortable 
small cottage with only one major fault. It has only a hole instead of 
a full-sized basement. When Mrs. Browne complained to me about the house 
they were forced to live in I informed her that although it is better than 
many of the teacherages it was our intention to ask for a full-sized basement 
as part of the program for improvement of all of our buildings but it was 
certainly not one of the first things that had to be done, in my opinion. 
The second paragraph of her letter is, I presume, & reference to my remark 
to her that I would be glad to have her teacherage for my hom in Regina 
as I have none. 


It has been recommended that Mr. Browne be replaced as Day School 


Teacher of the Key's Day School at the end of the present term as he is 
entirely unsuitable, therefore Mrs. Browne's complaints have little importance.

Thero is an 
Indian living near the school-house whose wife it is stated 
18 quite competent to prepare a simple lunch and you should 
at once make torms with her to do so, You should, in addition 
to the usual issue of biscuits, supply soma soup meat, rice, 
Sait, tea, flour, beans and a little bacon, the object is 
not to give a full meal, but rather to supplement the lunches

I am in receipt of Mr. M.B.dwards resignation 
as Teacher at Little Pines, and would recommend that it 
be accepted, as he has been teaching by substitute since 

last spring on account of sickness from wh ich he cannot 
recover. Mrs. Edwards resignation was forwarded to you 
some time ago. 

I am of the opinion that the Bepartment would be 
justified ifn closing up this school as well as the one 
on Pouddmakers, there are 270 Indians on these two Reserves 
and it is rare to find more than six children in either 
school at any time which makes the cost per capita nearly 
double what it costs at the Boarding Schools, and the 
results certainly do not justify it, if anything the 
Poundmakers school is less use than the other, they are both 
used principally for missionary work, the education of the 
children is secondary, and the Indians simply won't sent 
their children or make any effort to assist the schools 
and when wood is required it is a case of hojd up and a 
fight to get them to bring it. The buildings at Pound- 
makers are rented from the Catholic Church at $75.00 a 
Quarter and the charch is used as the school. 

This might be made a success if the Little Pines school 
buildings were moved down to the Ferm Instructors at the 
boundary and one school used indepéndent of the churches, 
with drivers @or @ach reserve, it would certainly be cheaper

After our long talk the other day, I 
am putting into writing my earnest request, and the 
earnest plea of the Little Pinee Indians, that their 
gohool be reopened. I append extracte from a letter 
I received last week. Our Indians will not eend their 
children to the R.C.School at Delmas,aru should hot be 
asked to do eo. Our bearding echoole are over-full, 
and the I.D. will not give amother. Elkhorn is too 
far away, and besides ite new re-opening is yet only 
in the air. Little Pinee Indians have never had 
proper opportunity either from the Church or the I.D. 
They desire ( they say) and should have educational 
facilities. It seems doubly hard and unjust to them 
that the Poundmakers Shhool, with only 2 or 3 pupile, 
is kept open, and the R.C.e receive $300 per ann. 
for rent for eame! They promise to send their ohildren 
more regularly. This preferential treatment of the 
R-C.e naturally causes discontent and talk. If you 
decide to re-open the school, I should like to know 
soon, and to know the salary offered, ae it may take 
time to find a competent teacher for such a salary.

I am enclosing herewith copy of a 
letter I received from the Bishop of Saskatchewan this 
morning. 


Dear Mr. 


I may eay that the Bishop called on 
m the other day and discussed different matters re rding 
the school question in his Dioceses. The Bishop coupleine 
that the order to close hie echool was carried out, and 
the Roman Catholic school was allowed to continue on. I 
explained to his wit ey that it was the intention of 
the Department to close both schoole; but that the Roman 
Catholic school was carried on for a few monthe pending 
the additional grant for the pupble at Delmas school. 


I do not approve of the re-opening of 
the Little Pines Day School, not do I approve of con- 
tinuing the Day School on Poundmaker's. I had @ phone 
message from the Agent, and he stated that the school 
is practically closed now. 


Would it not be well for you to issue 
instructions to send those children that were formerly 
attending the Poundmaker School, to the Delmas School, 
and thus close the matter out? 


I do not think that the Roman Catholics 
have had any preferential treatment, other than they were 
allowed to continue this school for a few months.

I was at Little Pines on July the 9th. 
and 10th. when Archdeacon Mackay was there, and I 
addressed the Indians in his presence and told 
them that I would never recommend re-opening that or 
Poundmaker's Day School unless they were stationed 
at the Farm Instructors on the boundary of the two 
reserves, and the children were taken there and home 
again by drivers, and the school would have to be 
undenominational with a teacher that was neither R. 0. 
or Anglican. 


I could not recommend re-opening this schod 
unless Archdeacon Mackay would be willing to guaran- 
-tee a steady attendance of at least 15 pupils, and 
from my past experience with this band and attempts 
to get them to send their children, I figure there is 
small chance of getting enough attendance to justify 
it. If this school was re-opened there would be an 
uproar t@all1 the Pundmaker's school opened, and that 
is worse if anything. 


When this school was open these Indians 
would not turn a hand to help it or try to get their 
ehildren to school without being paid, and I 
canvassed every house on the reserve before it was 
closed.

you kindly favoured me, the questicna of the Little Pine 
chool was discussed, and, as the Department did not consider it 
advisable to undertake the re-opening of the school, you kimdly allowea 
me to make the attempt on my own responsibility and at my own expense. 
ey was understood that the school buildings would be placed at my 
isposal.

On my arrival from the East, I found that due instructions 
had been sent to your agent, and I have the pleasure of stating that 
Mr. McDonald has been most willing to assist me in every way in his 
power. 


I was not able to make complete arrangements for opening 
the school until towards the end of the year, and the school was only 
actually opened in the beginning of January. I am forwarding herewith, 
the Return for Quarter ended March 3ist, which shows an enrolment of 
26 pupils, and an average attendance of 23 11/12ths. We could easily 
have had an enrolment of over 30,but, with the number that we have had 
the school room has been pretty well filled. 


For teacher I secured the services of Miss A.l.Cunninghan, 
one of the best Indian school teachers that I know of, and, under her 
management, the school is admirably conducted. 


In carrying on the school, I have furnished a mid-day meal, 
and in every way endeavoured to conduct it according to the Department's 
system of conducting an Improved Day School. 


In conversation with you regarding the school, there was men- 
tion made of keeping a few temporary or week end boarders. Ihad for« 
gotten, however,at the time, that this school building does not provide 
accommodation such as the Mistawasis and a few other schools do,,s0 
that the idea had to be abandoned, and I found that it was necessary 
to have a driver in order to secure a regular attendance. 


When the Department decides to take over the school, as I 
hope and trust 1 411, I shall be prepared to furnish a statement of 
expenditure, and think the Department will find that the expenditure 
has not been ex iye and that the results are satisfactory.

I am in receipt of Department letter No 105-2-1 
regarding the Little Pines Day School, The Yen Arch- 
deacon J.A.Mackay, left two days ago for the Carelton 
Agency and will be away two weeks so that I will not 
be able to get the Statement of expenditure for the 
Department till he returns, but beg to report as follow 
on this school, 


A very carefull annual report was made on this 
School which the Department has no doubt seen by this 
time and while at Little Pines this week I spent a 
whole forennon in the school and if anything it is im 
proving, there were 22 children present, their progress 
is very good,the discipline, school room,appearance and 
condition of the children is exceptional, 


I have thought this matter over carefully ‘and 
would recommend to the Department, that the school be 
left under the direct charge of the Ven Archdeacon and 
that the Department supply the necessary school supplie 
and pay him a lump sum for the running of the school 
based on the cost per month, of the four months that 
the school has been open, he could send his reports 
etc through this office in the regular way and come 
under inspection, but to have practieally a free hand 
in running the school, 


My reasons for the above recommendation are 
firstly that I would not like to see this school again 
deteriorate to the regular Day school standard,which it 
would natugally do, as the Department do not assist and 
clothe these children and people or feed them the way 
it is done at thie school, The children are well dresse 
and given two outfits of everything in the way of cloth 
ing, as well as many extras ih food as well as clothing 
which is all supplied free by Church Aid Societies, this 
is never available to the same extent in the Department 
schools and they would now expect it. 


As soon as the Archdeacon returns I will get 
the Statement of expenditure amd forward ti to the 
Department,

tee The Buildings need painting and Kalsomining both 
insige and out,otherwise they are in fairly good repair, 
the well has gone bad and the water is not fit to use, 
the Archdeacon thought it needed cleaning and had a Well 
digger out, cleaned the well and went down an additional 
ten feet, but it seems no better, this item was paid for 
by the Archdeacon but has not been included in his state 
ment, the cost was $50,00, 


The Lavatories are in bad shape,with the flooring 
and seats almost gome and one should be built at the 
eachers residence, the two at the school should be moved 
when they are repaired, as they are caved in and almost 
filled, would advise that thés repair work be done when 
the Contractors are building the Little Pines tesidence 
as the Carpenters and meterial will be right there, 


With regard to the Department taking over the

On the llth while at Little Pines Reserve, I 
spent the afternoon, with Miss Cunninghan at the Little 
Pines Day school, I arrived there unexpectedly, so that 
I found the school as it actually works each day and it 
was a credit to any school, the work of the pupils, con 
ditéon and appearance of the children and school was a 
treat, There were 29 children present and three absent 
and the attendance had been almost perfect, 


My chief reason for thés letter is, regarding the 
Salary of Miss Cunningham, which is at present $600, 00 
and as I understand the grade of wages for teachers is 
$600.00 and where they have qualifications $800,00,Misa 
cunningham informed me that she did not have qualificah 
ions, but her experience and ability and training as a 
Nurse are certainly worth the better salary, she is 
without doubt the best I have yet seen in the way of 
teachers in Indian schools and in my estimation is 
wotth several pf the average teachers holding written 
qualifications and with neither the knowledge or abilit 
to properly teach Indian Children, which after all is 
the principle requirement in teaching the Indians and 
I would strongly recommend that Miss Cunningham bepaid 
as a qualified teacher, 


With regard to the School driver, I would like 
authority to increase him from $1.50 to $2,00 per day 
as his work is really worth $2,50, he has to drive 14 
miles to pick up the children and bring them to school 
usually arriving at 8,30 and has to make the 14 miles 
again to take the children home after four, at the 
Consolidated school at Paynton near the reserve, the 
drivers are getting $4,00 a day fox" the same work, 


I might add that Miss Cunningham has nade no pro- 
test about her salary, but it is just a case of, if she 
got a better offer she would take and she is one of the 
teachers that i s worth keeping and deserves encourage- 
ment for the work she is doing, the condition and per- 
sonal appearance of the children are as important as th 
actual school work and both are far above average in 
her school,

Mise Cunningham who holds a Junior Matriculation Certificate 
from Havergal College is the teacher in charge. She has had 
considerable experience in teaching and appears to me to be & 
very excellent teacher.

Miss A.L.Cunningham is Teacher in charge with Miss 
Jones as assistant,as the school building is not large e 
enough for all the Pupils, the classes are dievided and 
the Junior ckasses are held in the childrens dining room 
in the residence. 

The buildings consist of “esidence, School building 
and a small two stall barn,now used as Garage,they are 
all frame, the forst two have full basement of cement 
and have hot air furnaces,well built and well lighted. 

There is no water supply and water has to be hauled 
for all purpoges,and all attemnts so far to get water 
have failed.

Dear Sir: 


Thank you for your very encouraging letter 
of 7th February. The great interest shown by the Indian 
Department during the last two or three years makes one 
wish that we were beginning instead of nearing the end 
of our work here. We really have our work planned out 
until 1940, as that would give time to leave the 
Handicrafts fairly well established. Work amongst adult 
Indians is a long slow process. 


Though we always had a certain amount of 
satisfaction in our small corner, the reserve as a whole 
was so backward and official opinion so unfavourable at 
first, that things seemed almost hopeless to those who 
were bent on improvement. It gives one real hope for the 
future to know that the Indian Department now expects the 
workers on the reserves to achieve something. It used to 
be so easy to blame the poor wretched Indian for all 
failures. 


You will be interested to know that this month 
we received our first order from England for nine dozen 
bead mats. If we can tontinually raise the standard of work 
and secure another order next year, this opening might 
develop into a permanent market. tie are quite pleased with 
the beadwork that is coming in now. 


The history of this industry is quite interesting. 
Beginning with one or two, now all but the very old women

are working, and our ex-pupils especially are learning 
very quickly. Two years ago the "Arts and Crafts Society" 
of Saskatoon gave us a start by supplying beads and

The women and also the men take real pride 
in this work. This is a step towards the communi ty 
spirit, the lack of which retards progress. There is a 
full-time job for Someone, for years to come, if the lack 
of co-operation is to be replaced by a wider outlook and 
unselfish work for the reserve and race.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 16th instant and to thank you very 
heartily for the information contained therein. 


I was particularly interested in the 
attempts you have made to promote a handicraft project 
on your reserve and delighted, of course, to learn 
that you have received an order from Fngland. We have 
at this date an official in the Department charged 
with the responsibility of promoting Indian handicraft 
projects on reserves. This official is also respon- 
sible for the sale of handicraft products. A few weeks 
ago we engaged the services of a comnercial traveller 
who will devote practically all his time to selling 
Indian products. These products consist in the main 
of baskets, hand loom woven scarfs and ties, crochet 
work, porcupine quill work and leather goods, such as 
cushion covers, etc. 


I have this morning discussed with the 
officials the desirability of securing samples of the 
work accomplished by your Indians, in the hope that we 
might be able to promote the sale of their work in the 
East. If the suggestion Sepesse to you, therefore, 
you might send forward samples of the bead mats, 
moccasins or any other handicraft goods you may have 
on hand. It is not our intention thst you should send 
large quantities but rather a few samples of the best

I am enclosing herewith letter received by me 
from Miss A. L. Cunningham, teacher at the Little Pine 
Indian Day School, Battleford agency, Saskatchewan. 


Wiss Cunningham has spent 20 years in the 
teaching profession and has been employed at the Little 
Pine School for the last 16 years. A few years ago this 
teacher, at her own expense, employed the services of an 
additional teacher to take her place in the classroom in 
order that she could devote her entire time to the promotion 
of handicraft projects and to the general betterment of the 
Indians on the reserve. A few weeks ago she intimated to 
Dr. Robertson that she was leaving at the end of the present 
gchool year, but Dr. Robertson and I persuaded her to 
remain until the end of the acadenic year 1940. The addit- 
jonal teacher is still employed at this school, without cost 
to the Department.

We are mailing you to-day, under separate cover , 
a parcel of twenty one bags and parses. At much short notice we could not 
complete the number of purses asked for, especially as we had to send to 
Winnipeg for beads. We are therefore sending only five of the two dozen pur- 
ses you ordered and as three of these are first attempts, they are not as 
nice as the next ones will be. 

The sixteen bags were made from beaded mats as you 
suggested, but as zippers add to the cost and we had to hurry the work,we used 
dome fasteners and hope that for evening bags they will be sufficient . The 
beaded handles are stronger than they look and are daintier, We have had two 
or three orders for these bags here, and the buyers wished for a different de- 
sign on each side, so we are sending samples of these, We hope that these

I have to inform you that Miss Little, who 
came in September, to take charge of the senior room, expecta 
to be amrried next Saturday, 23rd December. I do not know 
if 1t will be in order for her to finish out the year here. 

If not, I would maceeseenat Mrs. Warden, who 
is an experienced High School teacher ané now teaches three 
Public School grades in her own home, would be the best to 
fill the gap for the remainder of the year. January is a 
difficult month in which to make a change, for one used to 
a steam-heated house, feels the intense cold, and nearly 
two months of this school year has already been wasted, 
with a teacher totally inexperienced in Indian work, and 
probably unfitted for it. Mrs. Warden has all the necessaz; 
qualifications for the school work, and having already gaine 
considerable influence over the Indian women, the personal 
touch with the children would be a great asset in her future 
social service work here. If a teacher is able to teach -¢ 
the school curriculum, the Indian child is better left 
unedicated, for character building is the essential thing. 

If the Indian Department refuses to appoint 
Mrs. arden, rather than hazard the lose of more time in tia 
Glass-room, we would suggest carrying on ourselves, as we 
did before, with excellent results. We do not wish to do 
this for there ure so many important duties on the reserve. 
The beadi-work is developing into quite an industry and we «re 
receiving more orders than we can fill. Theh the women are 
laerning to card wool for the surrounding farmers and the 
machines have been busy all fall. all this with many other 
duties needs constant supervision and advice. The adult Indie 
learns slowly.

i am enclosing, herewith, 4 copy of a letter 
received from Miss A.L.Cunningham, of the Little Pine Day 
School, in connection with the marriege of Miss Brances 3. 
Little, who was appointed teacher at that school for the 
current school year, on authority of Departmental letter 
105-2-1, dated 22nd august, 1939. 


I do not know how the Department will view 
the matter of this lady's marriage, or whether they will 
consider that, in the best interests of the school, she 
should be asked for her resignation, consequently I am 
referring the case to you for your consideration and your 
recommendation. She told me, yesterday, in conversation, 
that her prospective husband is a teacher at some white 
school in Saskatchewan, and that he will continue with his 
present appointment, after their marriage. She would like 
to continue at the Little Pine sohool, at least for the 
remainder of this term and that, as far as she is concerned, 
her marriage will make no difference in the present arrange- 
ment. If there is to be any change, it will be for the 
Departient to decide. 


I do not wish to offer any criticism of the 
work of Miss Cunningham at this school, nor of her attitude 
in the case under consideration, but it is only fair to 
Miss Little that I should point out that her work in the 
Gluss-room has been very satisfactory. She has not shown 
anything particular in connection with the other work being 
Gone at this school, and when I spoke to her of this, yester- 
Gay, she informed me that she is very interested in the other 
work, but that Miss Cunningham does not permit her to 
part in it ag she would like to, comsequently, to avoi™ 
possibility of friction, she has not taken any active part. 
Knowing Mise Cunningham, I feel sure this statement is true. 


I firmly believe that both these ladies are 
trying to do their best, in the interests of the Indian child- 
ren, but it is evident that their viewpoints clash in some ¢ 
matters in connection with the work. I pointed out to Migs 
Little that Mise Cunningham has been doing, and is still 
doing, good work at this school and that she ig, to some 
extent in charge. Miss Little says she understands this, 
and has been overlooking some things which were unpleasant 
for her, on this account, and that she will continue to do 
so, if the Department decides to let her complete her tern, 
notwithstanding her marriage. 


As Mise Cunningham will not be in the work much 
longer, and Miss Little wants to remain in the work, for some 
years, if acceptable to the De tment, and I believe will be 
useful in the work, I would not recommend asking for her 
resignation. I make this statement because I do not think 
that any teacher would be completely acceptable to Miss 
Cunningham unless ehe was prepared to stand aside and be 
completely overshadowed by Misa Cunningham, and I do not 
think this is the type of people we want in our service.

4 I am attaching copy of a letter from Miss Cunningham, teacher 
at the above school, advising that Miss Little, in charge of the senior 
room, expects to be married on December 23rd, together with copy of a 
letter from Mr. Ostrander on the matter. 


You will note that Miss Cunningham states that two months 
of the present year has already been wasted with a teacher totally 
inexperienced in Indian work, and suggests that Mrs. Warden, wife of 
our Farming Instructor, be engaged to finish out the term. You will 
also note in Mr. Ostrander's comments that heepoints out that Miss 
Little's work in the classroom hag been very satisfactory; that she 
has not shown anything in particular with regard to the other work 
being done in the school, and when he spoke to her in this regard she 
informed him that she was very interested in the other work, but thet 
Miss Cunningham does not permit her to take part in it as she would like 
to, and to avoid friction, she has not taken any active part. He also 
considers that if Mrs. Warden were appointed there would soon be a 
clash. 


You will also note Miss Cunningham's remark, "If a teacher 
is able to teach only she school curriculum, the Indian children are 
better left uneducated, for character building is the essential thing", 
and I must say I am in whole-hearted accord with her on this matter. 
Miss Cunningham has been an outstanding teacher and leader. One has 
only to visit her reserve and meet the Indians to realize the actual 
work she has done, As Mr. Ostrander states, Miss Cunningham is a very 
strong-minded woman. She could not have made the success she has had

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she been otherwise. At the same time, I heve found Miss Cunningham 
very amenable to suggestions, always ready to adopt any policy which 
she believes is for the welfare of the Indians. For instance, when I 
first came on here, I found that she was devoting practically all her 
time to working through the men for improvement of conditions. I sug- 
gested to her the idea of devoting more time to the women. She was 
very doubtful at that time, but quite willing to try it out, and she 
has on a number of occasions since expressed regret that she did not 
thke up women's work earlier. She is now devoting considerable time 
to it, with splendid success. 


Mrs. Warden is also strong-minded. She holds a first-class 
teechers's certificate, in fact is a B.A. She has been doing excellent 
work among the women of the reserves and has been assisting Miss Cun- 
ningham in the work at the school. I do not believe there would be any 

clash between Miss Cunningham and Mrs. Warden, as both Mr. and Mrs. 
Warden have worked with Miss Cunningham since coming to the reserve. 
They understand each other well and I feel they would both take 
particular pains to see thet no friction developed. 


It is very epparent from Miss Cunningham's letter that she 
does not feel that Miss Little is of very much assistance to her. I 
therefore feel that if it were possible to allow Mrs. Warden to carry 
on for the balance of the term, it would be adtisable to let Miss 
little go. If this is not possible, however, I feel it would be better 
to allow Miss little to carry on her duties, as otherwise we would be 
faced with the problem of securing another teacher who would probably 
have less experience than Mies Little. With regard to Miss Cunningham's 
suggestion that she and Miss Faithfull could carry on, I consider this 
would be a great mistake, as it would prevent Miss Cunningham from 
carrying on the work she is doing, which, in my opinion, is of the 
first importance.

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
2rd instant and also certain correspondence relating to 
the employment or re-employment of a teacher at the above 
noted school, attached thereto. 


I am particularly anxious that we should not 
get our wires crossed with respect to educational and 
welfare effort on this particular reserve. I am naturally 
anxious, also, that in the employment of teachers we should 
adhere as strictly as circumstances will permit to the 
departmental regulations now in force. 


I have pointed out on a number of occasions to 
our inspectors and Indian azents that we are not permitted, 
under existing regulations, to employ married women as 
teachers, other than women whose husbands are physically 
incapacitated and unable to support them. This regulation 
has been strictly observed throurshout the government service 
but seems, to be somewhat difficult to apply in the employ- 
ment of Indlan day school teachers. This regulation was 
passed by the Government in the interests of those who were 
in receipt of unemployment relief and naturally anxious to 
become self-supporting. A great deal of the trouble that 
occurred at Montreal Lake was due to our inability to pay 
Mrs. Stenhouse for the social service work she undertook 
and accomplished on that reserve. You may be interested 
to learn that the claims of this woman for remuneration 
have been carefully reviewed by the Director of this Branch, 
the Superintendent of Medical Services and the Treasury 
officials during the last week, but, under the regulations 
now in force, no remuneration could be allowed her. In 
order to employ Mrs. Warden at the Little Pine Day School, 
the officials of the Training Division would be called upon 
to declare that her husband is permanently disabled and no 
longer capable of supporting her. We have no evidence 
before us that such is the case. 


The conditions at the Little Pine School are, as 
you know, somewhat unusual. At that school we have a pupil 
enrolment of 29 and an average attendance substantially lower 
than that figure. We have three teachers employed to provide 

Janstruction for these pupils ~ two of whom are paid by the 
Department. In view of the fact that Miss Cunningham is 
likely to resign at the end of the present academic year, 


the conditions -

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the conditions at this particular school should be carefully 
reviewed and discussed fully and in detail with the church 
authorities. My own opinion is that a first class teacher 
should be employed to give instruction to the 29 pupils. 

I mean by instruction the usual academic course plus 
vocational instruction for boys and elementary domestic 
science - sewing, crochet work, weaving, etc., for girls. 
If, in addition to this teacher, it is felt that a social 
service worker should be employed, application should be 
made for such an appointment. If, however, there is a 
coorutas instructor employed on the reserve, it would be 
exceedingly difficult to persuade those responsible for such 
appointments that a social service worker is really needed. 
The point I am anxious to emphasize is that such work should 
not be, and must not be, charged to our educational anprop- 
riation. Such charges cannot be recognized by the Treasury 
officials as lecitimate charges on the educational approp- 
riation, and I am afraid that someone either in this office 
or on the field is likely to get into trouble when the full 
facts of the case become disclosed. We are reminded here 
almost constantly by the Treasury officials that each 
appropriation appearing in the estimates must be spent, and 
spent only, for the purpose for which it is voted by 
Parliament. If a social service worker were amployed at the 
Little Pine reserve, I am disposed to think that such a 
worker would come under the direction of the General Super- 
intendent of Agencies. We have no such workers that I am 
aware of at any reserve throughout the Dominion. 


In respect to the immediate problem confronting 
us, may I point out again that it would help us here if our 
agents did not recommend the employment of married women. 
The agents should know by this time that in asking us to 
employ such women they are asking us to ignore existing 
regulations. I have discussed with the officials here very 
fully the case of Miss Little, who has been until now in 
charge of the senior room at the Little Pine school, and who 
was, as I understand it, married on December 93, we were 
adhering strictly to the regulations, this woman should be 
immediately dismissed, In view of ail the circumstances, 


agen I am inclined to think that she should be permitted 
n 


to continue with her teaching duties until the end of the 
academic year, on the distinct understanding that she cannot 
under any circumstences be re-employed after that date. 


I am fully aware of the splendid program undertaken 
and carried forward by Miss Cunningham on the Little Pine 
reserve. Work such as this should be, in my judgment, en~ 
couraged and extended. It is welfare work in the truest and 
best sense and is indispensable if our Indians are to become 
self-reliant and self-supporting. Under existing regulations, 
however, it cannot be linked up direetly with educational 
effort and unless our officials in the field can persuade the 
Government or the Civil Service Commission or the Treasury 
officials, or all three, that the regulations should be changed 
we should in all fairness keep these two services on our re- 
serves separate and apart.

At once on receipt of your letter advertisements were inserted 
in the Battleford and Saskatoon papers for a week.mr.Spence is the 
only applicant. You are well aware of the shortage of teachers in 
this province. Last year Normal School studen:s were sent out with 
only three weeks training in some cases. 


Mr.Spence has Grade X11. and requires only four more subjects 
to gain his B.A. from the University of Saskatchewan. For the last 
few years he has been seasonal school teacher aé Stanley so he has 
had some teaching experience although he has no certificates as a 
qualified teacher. Your Agent at Punnichy,Mr.R.S.Davis, under whom he has 
served at Stanley, has written highly commending his work and his 
influence among the Indians. At Stanley he has been teaching grades 
1 = 4 At Little pine the grades at present are 1 - 6. Mr.Spence's 
academic work at the University would indicate that he is capable 
of teaching all the grades. 


Mr.Spence graduated from your ®lkhorn School and came to Saskatoon 
where he held his own in the University and the College, taking an active 
part in the athletic life there. He is a fine type of man. He speaks Cree 
fluently. He is thirty ome years of age and has e wife and child. In 
his application he says: "Being a native myself i have the good of 
the Indian at heart. I will try to translate this desire of mine into 


the better language of deeds". 


Your Agent at Battleford,Mr.Ostrander, knows about him and has 


received testimony about him. 1 am convinced that mr.Spence’s appointment 
to the School would be a great help to the life of the whole Reserve 

as well as the School. It is with entire confidence that I nominate 

him for the post, He will be available to begin work about Sept. lst.

I want to thank you for your letter of the 14th instant, which I 
have just received. 


The Report Cards will be welcome here. I tried to institute 
the idea the first vear I was here. On the whole it went over fairly 
well, but some parents refused to sign it as they thought that there was 
a"catch init somewhere”, But I am willing to co-operate with the 
Departmeht with thet splendid step in Indian Education. 


I am also wondering why the Department will not go further 
and institute "promotion Certificates" and proper Commencement Exercises 
at the end of each academic year to which all parents and friends will 
be invited, add the Inspector of Indian Agencies or the Indian Agent 
would be the Master.of Ceremonies. One realizes of course thet the 
Inspector is @ busy man, and so is the Agent but I think they could 
make a point of being present and as he cannot be more than one place 
at a time each Day School could have the honour of having him in turn. 
But the idea is that Commencement Exercises should be the Amnual Affair 
of the school year. 


There is another matter that I would like to suggest to yéu 
before yOu go as a witness in Ottawa before the committee there studying 
the Indian Act. To you think that the various Day Schools in our 
reserves could be graded for the purpose of promotion for our Indian 
Day School teachers? It would be an incentive for the teacher and I 
think would raise the standard of our teachers and raise te standard 
of our schools as well. Of course the higher the grade of school the 
larger the salaries. ( I believe you have that system in your Indian 
Agencies with regard to Indian Agents and Doctors]. 


I hope Sir, that y6u will not feel that I have gone out of bounds 
in making these suggestions to you, but I assure you that I honestly think 
our Day Schools could be improved. 

I look forward to receiving the Indian School Bulletin every two 
months and of course I keep it on file as instructed but a proper file worthy 
of the high standard of this publication should be provided in my opinion,
